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Parts Of Greenland 


Aren’t So Cold! 


The coastal strips of Green- 
land are very unlike what most 
of us suppose. Even in midwinter 
the climate is not really any 
colder than that of the northern 
United States, and in summer it 
can be very (though never disa- 
greeably) hot, so that people go 
swimming in. lakes and wander 
about in shorts even as far north 
as upper Baffin Bay. There are 
places within the Arctic Circle 


‘that have recorded temperatures 


of over one hundred degrees F. 
While the steeper mountains 
either are, or may appear to be 
bare and rather grim, most of 
them are covered with lichens 
and mosses, and the lowlands 
are carpeted with flowers. 

Vegetation is really rather pro- 
fuse, Several hundred plants 
have been recorded from Green- 
land, and in the south there are 
birch trees over thirty feet tall 
though their trunks are paltry. 
There are lush growths of sedges 
all along the fresh waterways, 
huge moorlands of very fine 
grass on level places, and all 
manner of sea-grass marshes. In 
the more sheltered valleys many 
things will grow,’ including all 
kinds of vegetables. In fact, they 
grow so fast that they often have 
to be covered with mats ,on 
frames for a few hours each day 
to prevent them, from geting too 
much sunlight. The greater pat 
of the unglaciated land is cov- 
ered with a mat of tundra, and 
this contains tiny dwarf willows 
only..two inches tall, probably 
the smallest woody plant or true 
tree in*the world. 

The most interesting part of 
Greenland is: undoubtedly its 
eastern face running from Cape 
Brewster, north of Iceland and 
west of Jan Mayen Land, north 
to the northeast of Foreland. 
This is a rugged and indented 
eoast with numerous, glaciers 
and huge fjords cut into tower- 
ing, absolutely vegetationless 
mountains, and leading to great 
valleys filled with nothing but 


naked rock and stones. Here geo- 


logy is laid completely bare, and 
the results of glaciation, reglac- 
iation, and glacial retreat may 
be seen and understood by any- 
body. Moraines lie prostrate in 
all manner of ways: ‘valleys are 


earved into perfect U-shaped 
sections by gouging ice, and 
there are huge cirques high 


above, either still ice-filled with 
bite spilling over their edges in 
slow-motion cascades like corn 
out of a bowl, or dead and dry 
like old frying pans. — From 
“The Continent We Live On,” 
by Ivan T. Sanderson.

They’re Looking For 
New Straits To Swim 


Countries possessing straits up 
to about 20 miles wide, so far 
unswum by humans, can be pret- 
ty sure that New Zealanders 
wil be prepared to consider swim- 
ming them, if invited. Since New 
Zealander Barrie Devenport’s re- 
cent heroic and historic “first 
ever” crossing of hazardous, win- 
dy Cook Strait in his native land, 
New Zealand: expert swimmers 
have been looking for other 
equally difficult straits to swim, 
preferably the unswum sort. 

So far the market in unswum 
straits is not in straitened cir- 
cumstances. Chilly, unpredict- 
able Foveaux Strait, for exam- 
ple, is on offer in New Zealand's 


‘Southland, that beautiful rugged 


region that looks down to the 
Antarctic and presents United 
States Air Force crews from the 
polar continent with their first 
very welcome sight of real land 
after the long ocean crossing from 
the far south. 

Barrie Davenport said. that be- 
fore he swam Cook Strait he had 


talked with his wife Margaret: 


about Foveaux Strait but had not 
gone into details. A Southland 
surf club said they had wired 
Barrie after his big Cook Strait 
victory, congratulating him ‘and 
saying they would be glad to pro- 
vide a patrol boat for a Foveaux 


Strait attempt by him “if he 


wanted to have a go.” This 
might be considered as pressing 
New Zealand’s top strait swim- 
mer fairly hard but, as indicat- 
a he had already had his eye 
on the Southland strait. 

I} would no doubt take about 
a year’s preparation to chart the 
best route across Foveaux Strait. 
The norrowest distance is about 
16 miles, but a swimmer would 
almost certainly have to swim a 
much greater distance owing to 
the sweep of tides and currents. 
In crossing the 16 miles of Cook 
Strait, Barrie Davenport swam 
about 18 miles battling the rips, 
currents, and swinging tides. 

The big New Zealander began 
preparations a year in advance 
greatly aided and encouraged, he 
later told New Zealanders, by his 
clubmates of the Worser Bay 
Club. This careful training also 
was backed up by the experience 
gained in an unsuccessful earlier 
attempt to swim the strait be- 
tween New Zealand's two main

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territories. At that time, when 
within just 1,200 yards of vic- 
tory, he was forced to pull out 
with strong tides running against 
him. 

Some New Zealand experts 
considered that a swimmer cros- 
sing Cook Strait could not plan 
to remain in the water more than 
six and one-half hours. Barrie’s 
crossing time of 11 hours 13 min- 
utes in the cold waters of Cook 
Strait astounded them. They: at- 
tributed this amazing endurance 
not only to his tremendous cour- 
age and great skill as a swimmer 
but also to his maturity of 
thought. 

The waters of Cook Strait were 
swirling gently in a slight north- 
erly breeze as Barrie Davenport 
waded out from Ohau Point on 
the strait’s northern shore at 
7:34 am. to begin his historic 
crossing to that hazy blue shad- 
ow along the southern horizon. 
The secret had been closely 
guarded and there was no crowd- 
ed shoreline of cheering spec- 
tators to see him enter the sea. 
Five parol boats and two surf 
boats stood by as the big white- 
helmeted and goggled New Zeal- 
ander struck out for Wellington 
Head, his southern landing point. 

But the New Zealand radio net- 
work had evidently been party 
to the secret and began its cov- 
erage of the Cook Strait attempt 
and as the morning moved along 
people began to send in mes- 
sages of encouragement and good 
«heer to the challenger. 

By midafternoon Barrie was 
within five miles of his southern 
objective when he began to be 
carried off course by a strong 
ebb tide. This was the kind of 
obstacle that had turned him back 
on his earlier attempt when he 
was much closer to victory. From 
the bow of a patrol boat, Marg- 
aret Davenport had watched her 
husband encouragingly every 
inch of the way, but while he 
was now driving into a steep, 
choppy sea at a steady 54 strokes 
to the minute, he seemed to be 
making no headway. 

The challenge seemed to be 
hanging “in the balance within 
sight of victory, as it had once 
before. Pluckily he fought back 
at those steep seas and then a 
sharp 10-knot easterly sprang up 
blowing toward Wellington. Head, 
It was Barrie’s biggest break all 


day. The onshore wind was 
kicking up white caps, not easy 
to swim through, but the change 
communicated itself to the 
thrashing swimmer and he gain- 
ed new encouragement. Two 
miles away stood Wellington 
Head, writes Albert E. Norman 
in the Christian Science Monitor 

It was well past 4:30 pn and

It was 6:40 p.m. and 
there remained but 50 yards to 
go when Barrie turned on his 
back, mustering those final mag- 
nificent reserves. The people in 
the patrol boats were now al- 
most beside themselves, shouting 
to that suntanmmed, goggled face 
in the sea, yelling enmcourage- 
ment. To their great joy he turn- 
ed and thrashed through that last 
50 yards (how long they must 
have seemed to everybody!) 
Reaching up with his right hand 
he touched Wellington Head. The 
Big Swim was over. It was 6:48 
p.m. and the day’s shadows were 
low on the water. In the nearby 
boats the people went wild. 

Prime Minister Keith J. Holy- 
dike, back in the capital at a 
government conference, had 
earlier given instructions that if 
Barrie landed when the confer- 
ence was still in session he was 
to be informed at once. Even the 
business of the government could 
not take priority over such a vic- 
tory. 

At the public ceremony when 
Barrie. received the handsome 
bronze Coltman Trophy for his 
epic crossing of Cook Strait, he 
made his own surprising presen- 
tation to Mayor Kitts. It was a 
piece of Wellington Head. Just 
a little: piece, but Barrie had 
grabbed a handful of these to 
bring back for others. It was a 
most endearing way to share a 
victory. —

Subway Jockey 


As Pattie Smyth swings his 10+ 
ear train into the elevated curve 
at Smith and Ninth Streets, in 
the two-or three seconds just be- 
fore plunging down into the sub- 
way tunnel, he looks clear across 
Brooklyn right to the glittering 
water of New York. Harbor with 
the Statue of Liberty standing out 
clearly except on hazy days. 

This is the moment twice each 
workday which Pattie treasures. 
Most of the rest of his ride — 
said to be the longest subway 
run in the world, 25.7 miles be- 
tween Coney Island and the 
Bronx — is underground. 

But he says he likes his job, 
in spite of the shortage of sun- 
shine, the growing threat of pick- 
pockets, passengers standing 
hair-raisingly close to the plat- 
form édge, Bowery characters 
dozing alongside the tracks and 
other irregularities. which any 
New York Transit Authority mo- 
torman is expected to, and does, 
take as a matter of routine. 


To most out-of-towners, the 
subway probably is something 
between a nightmare and a sev- 
enth wonder. To New York 
strap-hangers it is more of the 
former than of the latter, despite 
its unquestioned vastness and ef- 
ficiency. 

What does it look like to Pat- 
tie Smyth (he pronounces it 
Smythe)? 

“T have got peace of mind 
whem I'm on my train,” he said as 
he took his train out of a mid- 
Manhattan station the other day. 

“At first when you get the 
training, you don’t stop worrying. 
You drive that train even im your 
dreams. 

“But when you get the hang 
of it, it don’t bother you any 
more a bit.” 

The profusion of multicolored 
signal lights, the numbers and 
letters in signs that flash by be-

- other comment during the crisis. 


The prevailing British attitude 
moved Louis J. Halle, an Ameri- 
can professor, to write, in a let- 
ter to The Times of London: 

“I do not ask that criticism of 
American policy and American 
behavior be bridled. It is indis- 
pensable, and I would have it as 
freely practiiced in England as 
in America itself. I ask merely 
that it be conceived as criticism 
among fellow men who are es- 
sentially equal in the limitations 
of their common humanity, rath- 
er than as instruction of irre- 
sponsible children by those who 
know best.” 

U.S. News and World Report's 
Joseph Fromm put it more blunt- 
ly. Mr. Fromm found that “sur- 
prisingly few influential people 
saw establishment of Red mis- 
siles in Cuba as a challenge to the 
West, a threat to’ U.S. and ‘there- 
fore to Britain.” 

Perhaps the most deep-seated 
problem here, then, is not anti- 
Americanism, but what one Brit- 
ish friend described as a kind of 
moral neutralism, plus a sense 
(as I have heard it expressed) of 
being “tired of the cold war.” 
Wrote one American observer: 
“My feeling, particularly since 
Skybolt, is that Britain’ wishes it 
didn’t have the United States as 
friend and ally because of the 
rils involved.”

Not. long after my arrival in 
Hong Kong, I was introduced to 
what is surely one of the world’s 
most civilized and relaxing ways 
of enjoying lunch. 

Hong Kong's many Cantonese 


restaurants begin to fill up 
shortly before 1 o'clock — the 
downtown lunch hour — with 


customers who Sit at tables in 
two and threes, or possibly more, 
sipping fragrant Chinese tea and 
chatting with their friends. 
There are businessmen in con- 
servative dark suits, or occa- 
sionally in long-sleeved blue or 
gray Chinese gowns. There are 


- women modishly dressed in the 


latest Western styles, or in high- 
collared, slit-skirted cheongsams, 
some in deep, rich colours, some 
in gaily scrambled rainbow 
hues. Each table has a menu, 
put few bother to consult it. 
Every two or three minutes, 
white-bloused waitresses carry- 
ing trays piled high with small 
circular baskets sally forth in 
a row from the kitchen and 
stroll from table to table, calling 


out their contents in a_ high- 
pitched singsong. 
“Chun-kiun (spring rolls)!” 


cries one girl. “Ha-gow (shrimp 
wraplings)!” sings another. The 
girls carry the trays in slings 
suspended from their necks, 
leaving their hands free to serve 
the customer. 

Would you like some spring 
rolls? These, as it happens, come 
on dishes, since they have been 
fried and must remain crisp.. 
Deftly the girl wields a pair of 
scissors to crunch through the 
erust and divide the rolls into 
chunks manageable by chop- 
sticks. 

How about some shrimp wrap- 
lings? These, being steamed, 
come in covered baskets, The 
girl lifts the cover for you to 
see, and there, like pearl-white 
eggs in a swallow’s nest, are 
three or four shrimp wrapped 
in a rice mixture so thin as to 
be almost transparent. 

Each basket or dish contains 
three or four mouthfuls of deli- 
cacies, collectively known 48 
‘din-sum, and except for a few 
casseroles and cold dishes, in- 
variably steamed or fried. Wait- 
ers stack the dishes and baskets 
at one side of your table as 
you alternately eat, chat, and 
sip, writes Takashi Oka in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

One can easily spend an hour 
or more in this manner, chat- 
ting, sipping, and sampling the 
wares that each new waitress 
brings. Let us see what is in 
this basket. Open the cover, 
please. Oh, 80 ‘that’s what cha- 
siu-bao (pork dumplings) look 
like. Yes, I think I'll take a 
basket, Or how about some siu- 
mai — shrimp and minced meat 
steamed in another rice wrap- 
ling. 

I really think I’ve had enough, 
you say, eyeing-.the growing 
stack of dishes and baskets.

How Much Salt Is 
In The Ocean? 


Salt- is being extracted from 
the sea. Until recently this has - 
never been -considered worth 
while by experts because salt is 
such a cheap commodity. 

But new methods have led 
manufacturers to extract large - 
quantities of salt in California, 
where the warm sun evoporates 
the water in pools until the 
snowy-white crystals appear. 

How much salt is there in the 
sea? Experts estimate that if all 
the salt in the oceans of the world 
were spread evenly over the 
earth’s surface there would be a 
layer 200 feet thick. 

They also think that it has 
taken 90,000,000 yeans for the sea 
to acquire all its salt. 

It’s still not known for certain 
how the sea got all this salt, but 
scientists believe that rivers ac- 
count for much of it. 

Rivers and streams, they think, 
carry something like 100,000,000 
tons of saline matter into the sea 
every year. 

The Thames alone brings.down 
with it into the sea at least 500,- 
000 tons of mineral salts every 
year. And every year the sea be- 
comes saltier. 

The sea is saltier in some parts 
than in others.

Jocko calls Bill Klem the mas- 
ter. “I was very fortunate to be 
able to break in under Mr.

strikes.

Gloves Go Back 


Thousands Of Years 


Gloves are one of the few 
pieces of modern clothing that 
our ancestors of long ago would 


recognize. 
For, although these ancestors 
dressed in skins when they 


hunted, they wore fingered 
gauntlets to protect their hands 
against the slashing claws of 
animals. A picture of one of 
these gloves was found some 
years ago in a deep cave in the 
Pyrenees in France. It had been 
drawn on the enormous tooth 
of a great bear, long extinct. 

You can see an actual pair of 
gloves about 3,000 years old in 
the Cairo Museum in Egypt. 
Found in the tomb of King Tu- 
tankamen. Because he was also @ 
High Priest, the gloves are of: 
linen embrojdered with sacred 
symbols, z 
The Romans, who used gloves 
as a form of dress as we do now, 
introduced the- custom’ in Eng- 
land. But when they left after 
about 400 years and armies from 
the Continent of Europe swept 
into the country,. gloves disap- 
peared. They- returned only 
when the Normans, in their turn, 
invaded England, 

Women did not wear gloves 
until the beginning of the ‘14th 
century when their demands 
more than doubled the trade in 
their manufacture apd sale. 

The products began .to be fin- 
er but fitting remained unim- 
portant. They were tied.‘on with 
tapes as they had -been for ‘cen- 
turies, an idea which survives 
in’ the three “points” or lines 
on the back of modern gloves. 
‘It: was in’ the 16th and 17th 
centuries that gauntlets were 
fitted and these were also finely 
decorated with pearls, gold lace, 
and exquisite embroidery. 


But even these are not as 
beautiful as the one symbolic 
gauntlet of white kid presented 


by the Worshipful Company of 
Glovers, an ancient City of Lon- 
don Guild to Queen Elizabeth I

The aim in the general adver- 
plan was to raise some 
$43,000 but the decision to pro- 
eeed was predicated on the vast 
majority of growers agreeing to 
subscribe, When only $20,000 
was pledged, $5,000 of which 
was from repackers, the Apple 
Section of the Ontario Fruit and 
Vegetable Growers’ Association 
had no alternative but to call 
the whole thing off.

This failure to support a pro- 
motional campaign, plus the de- 
terioration within the Apple 
Packers’ Association, has indi- 
cated’ very clearly the lack ‘of 
consistency within the ranks» of 
the industry — the on-again- 
off-again attitude as financial 
returns go up and down. As one 
. official put it, “The industry 
apparently moves under the prod 
of. insufficient returns, Appar- 
ently the 1961 crop moved fair- 
ly satisfactorily and the urge 
to do the things that should be 
done was lost.” Not all growers 
are pleased with the turn of 
events, One prominent grower in 
Oxford County “has 
himself as follows: 

“t have just. received Bulletin 
No. 7 which was indeed sad to 


read, Just’at a time when strong. 


active co-operative promotional 
measures are urgently needed, 
behold. narroweminded, — short- 
sighted selfishness triumphs and

get what we deserve is still true 
and J feel that the Ontario apple 
growers don't deserve very 
much. However, I do hope that 
the C.A. storage owners and 
operators can come up’ with a 
positive and progressive program 
to stimulate the distribution and 
popularity of C.A. Macs.”

For A Sucker Punch 


Long before he became heavy- 
weight champion of the world 
Joe Louis was being hailed as 
invincible, and the best of the 
modern heavyweights. Most of us 
probably feel that by and large 


The postwar “block-busting” tac- 
tics of Rocky Marciano and the 
controlled fighting fury of Floyd 
Patterson proved highly success- 
ful, but few of us would give 
either much chance against Louis 
in his prime, 


So it was that evening in June, 
1936, when New York's Yankee 
Stadium was packed full for “the 
greatest non-title fight of the 
century”—a slogan, incidentally 
that was not far out in its pro- 
phecy. Max Schmeling, the 
swarthy German who had held 
the world title, was opposed to 


from Alabama, whd was rapidly 
climbing to the top. 


Schmeling, who had won the 
title on a foul, had lost it at his 
second defense, but ‘was still, at 
the age of thirty-one, a danger- 
ous fighter and never more so 
hurt. Louis, nine 
years younger, was ‘unbeaten in 
his career of twenty-seven con- 
tests, only four of which had 
gone the distance. 


General opinion was that this 
would. be-a classic scrap, and the 
problem whether Louis’ strength 
and stamina would outweigh 
Schméling’s experience created 
enormous interest—so much 50 
that Louis’ purse was over $140,- 


. 959, even though it was a non- 


title fight. 


So great was the crush that 
hundreds of people, unable to get 
in. sealed the walls of near-by 
buildings and spent ,an uncom- 
fortable evening almost hanging 
on by their eyebrotws in. their

The contest was scarcely a min- 
ute old when already Schmeling’s 
left eye was seen to be nearly 
closed. The knowledgeable ones 
round the ringside began telling 
each other that the fight wouldn’t 
last long and that Louis would 
quickly chop his rival down. 

But it didn’t work out like that 
at all, 

Schmeling’s seconds doctored 
his eye during the interval so 
skillfully that he was able to 
come out for the second round 
seeing well enough to prevent his 
young opponent from causing it 
any further damage: The third 


» round told the same story. Louis 
~ was obviously going to win. but 


the German’s experience was 
preventing him from landing the 
blows that mattered. 

Still, said the ringsiders, it was 


only a matter of time. Sooner or .. 


later Schmeling’s stamina would 
go, and then Joe could finish 
him off as he liked. 


But this was another guess 
that went wrong. The fourth 
round brought what one reporter 
modestly described as “an in- 
credible turn of events.” 

‘The two men were banging 
away at each other in an ex- 
change of punches, and sudden- 
ly Louis was down. The wily 
Schmeling, changing from 
straight lefts and rights and 
wicked hooks, had produced a 
surprise “sucker” punch, a stiff 
short uppercut that landed: with 
sickening force just under the 
Negro’s heart. 

Louis, robbed of breath, slump- 
ed to the canvas — and the crowd 
went mad, 


True, he did not stay there 
long, but that was his mistake, 
Pride forced him to his feet, 
where experience would have 
told him to take a longer rest. 
And as Schmeling came in the 
young Negro pawed ineffectually 
at him, strength and timing gone. 
The crowd yelled at the German 
to finish it off. 

Schmeling, however, had other 
ideas. He knew just how badly 
Louis was hurt, and that he 
would not fully recover for two 
or three rounds at least. He de- 
cided to save the knockout blow 
and in the meantime wedr down 
the youngster with a series of 
strength-sapping punches. 

For two rounds he ignored the 
crowd’s encouragement (or it 
might have been entreaties) to 
end the fight; and instead went 
along at his own pace, gradual- 
ly cutting. Louis down. But weak 
and inexperienced as he was, 
Louis was showing that he had

In the seventh round he came 
back into the fight with an at- 
tack that caused new damage to 
Schmeling’s left eye. The German 
looked in a sorry state at the end 


of the round, but again his sec-~ 


onds patched him up successful- 
ly. 

Again, in the eighth, Louis 
went for him while the crowd 
stamped and cheered. But the 
Negro was paying now for the 
battering he had taken. He lack- 
ed the strength to maintain his 
attack, and as they came out for 
the ninth it was clear he had 
been tamed, *and Schmeling re- 


. sumed his wearing-down pro- 


cess. 

Two-handed work to the body. 
had Louis dazed and groggy, but 
he would not go down. The mer- 
ciless pounding went on until, 
in the twelfth round, Louis fell 
against the ropes, and Schmeling 
decided the moment had come. 

A terrific right to the jaw stag- 
gered the Negro. While his guard 
was still down Schmeling, show- 
ing more ferocity than at any 
other time in the fight, whipped 
three or four more punches to 
the head. Louis slumped to his 
knees and rolled over, exhausted 
and beaten. It was his first de- 
feat, and none could have been 
more complete. ra 

To many. of his followers it 
seemed the end of the world had 


come. In many towns and cities. 


gangs of disappointed Negroes 
rioted, burning and stoning the 


property of white people. At least . 


one colored girl took poison. 

Not even Schmelirig could have 
known how far-reaching would 
have been the effects of that one 
surprise punch that started Louis 
“going” in the fourth round. Back 
in the Fatherland, Hitler made_a 
speech hailing the victory as evi- 
dence of racial supremacy. 

Two years later, almost to the 


day, Schmeling was to regret that : 


speech. He met Louis again, this 
time challenging for thé title the 
Negro now held. He was smashed 
to a pulp in two minutes.

Why Men Resist Christ 
Mark 12: 13-44 


Memory Scripture; For I have 
not spoken of myself; but the 
Father which sent me, he gave 
me a commandment, what I 
should say, and what I should 
speak, John 12:49. : 

When a man comes to Christ, 
he does not throw away his rea- 
soning faculties. It is true, he 
does not think his way into the 
kingdom; he obeys his way into 
the kingdom, Yet, when en- 
trance is made, intelligence and 
obedience are always seen hold- 
ing hands. : 

Jesus knew the motives of hig 
questioners. The Pharisees and ~ 
Herodians wanted. to catch him 
in his words. The conspirators 
hoped to throw Jesus off guard 
by reciting pious praises con- 
cerning His sincerity ‘and integ- 
rity. Their question regarding 
giving tribute to Caesar invited 
a “yes” or “no” anawer, “No” 
would mark Him as a revolu- 
tionary to be reported to Pilate. 
“Yes” would make Him an ene- 
my of the people, who hated 
Roman rule, His answer sets out 
their responsibility to the state 
and also to God. 

The Saducees who scoffed at

Want Whipping 
Restored In Schools 


A recommendation for lifting 
of the ban against corporal pun- 
ishment in the schools of Wash- 
ington, D.C., has touched off a 
highly~emctional debate, 


The proposal was made by Su- 
erintendent of Schogls Carl F. 
Hansen, along with other recom- 
mendations designed to restore 
discipline and order in the tem- 
pest-torn school system. 

He did not mean, he has ex- 
lained, that the teacher should 
immediately aply the rod or the 
immediately apply the rod or the 
against such disciplinary action 
should be removed. 

As it is now, impertinence and 
Insolence are actually encour- 
aged, he says, with pupils taunt- 
ing the teacher: “You can't touch 
me. I'll have the law on you.” 


Superintendent Hansen does 
rot make these recommendations 
belligerently. He is faced with a 
serious crisis in which teachers 
are plagued by unruly pupils and 
elasses disrupted by hoodlums 
who loiter in the corridors. 


The problem stems partly from 
recial tensions. More than 83 
percent of all public school pu- 

ls are Negroes. Schools of the 

strict of Columbia were the 
first to desegregate following the 
United States Supreme Court de- 
cision.

Tension snapped following .a 
school football game last Thanks- 
giving Day in which an all-Negro 
team lost to a predominantly 
white team.

The issue is a national one to 
the extent that most ‘states have 
laws either for or against this 
type of punishment. Teachers 
who apply it may be subject to 
court action. Many spare the rod 
for this reason even though they 
may have legal authority to ap- 
ply it. 

Over the past century there 
have been some 60 reported cases 
of assault. and battery against 
teachers, with three-fifths of 
them brought in criminal courts, 
according to a National Educa- 
tion Association survey. These 
eases arose in 19 states, 


Since 1940, there have been 10 
cases of assault and battery, four 
criminal and six civil. In addi- 
tion, the courts dealt with three 
cases involving disciplinary ac- 
tion against a teacher, or job dis- 
missal, in which questions of cor- 
poral punishment were raised. 

Under common law the teacher 
has the legal status of a’ condi- 
tionally privleged person, stand- 
ing in loco parentis, “in place of 
the parent.” 

This privilege includes physi- 
cal chastisement or other form of 

unishment for the purpose of 

Satoreing reasonable discipline. 
In\other words, the punishment 
must not be excessive or mali- 
cious, and must be given in a 
proper manner, It is, of course, 
limited to situations which fall 
within the. jurisdiction of a 
teacher. 

New Jersey is the only state 
which prohibits corporal punish- 
ment. In a number of states the 
teacher is required by law to 
keep order and discipline, but the 
statute is silent as to methods. ’

As a Member of the Agriculture Committee, that 
is why | can recognize and understand your problem. 
Problems which have not developed overnight. Chronic 
problems which have not just emerged in the last five 
years but which have plagued and bothered Ontario 
farmers for forty years. 


We have not solved all your agricultural prob- 
lems. But we have recognized that they exist - - we have

For the farmer who wants to expand his farm, to make it more efficient and . 


economic, to the farmer whose sons want to stay and continue to work with him or on

And to the dairy farmer, the backbone of the rural economy in Ontario, | say 
there is hope for a brighter future. Measures will continue to be taken under the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization Act to bring about that stability of prices and that stability of income 
that you have asked for over the years. 


Export markets for your cheese are being expanded. Price Supports at a fair and 
reasonable level for your butter fat will be maintained. We will continue to stabilize 


World Food Bank, a Canadian proposal, for use by the hungry people of the world. 


Many of you, and many of your sons, work part time in the lumber industry, .

Many of your farms are too small. The land is marginak We must improve 
your land. We must increase your income from that land. We rust create new oppor- 
tunities. People easily understand when we talk of slum clearance, or ruban renewal and 
redevelopment. This problem is not just an urban problem. It is a rural problem in some 
parts of Canada, through no fault of the people. We need better rural housing, and 
we shall have better rural housing under the benefits of CMHC. 


We will take whole regions step by step, which are under-developed, which need 
improvement, where the land can be improved, where the water can be conserved, and 
we will redevelop them through planning and co-operation so that the income, the 
living and the opportunities for the future are maintained. 


The great dairy industry of Ontario is one of the largest markets for the western 
feed grain in the world.

in times of short supply and have artificially pushed the price up to a point where their 
profits are excessive. The farmers of Ontario have suffered because of this. They have 
asked us to do something about this situation. 


We acted, knowing of the great expansion that will take place in the livestock 
industry in Eastern Canada which will result in a great increase in feed grain requirements 
in the next twelve years. In the Speech from the Throne we:said we would bring forward 
our proposals, and we placed before Parliament our intention to introduce a Bill in this 


regard - and Eastern Feed Grain and Storage Bill. 


The Opposition saw to it that this legislation would not come forward. Their 
desire for power was greater than their concern for the welfare of the people. They 
showed they cared only for power, they cared only for themselves. They cared not for 
Parliament. They cared not for the people, but for power over the people. 


This act will provide and ensure continuous supplies of western feed grain at all 
times.

The eternal quest to make the 
punishment fit the crime has led 
to a dea) of surprises in the past 


— but none so fascinating as an. 


experiment currently. being test- 
ed in Orange, Texas, U.S.A 
There a judge has sentenced 
four young villains convicted of 
shop - lifting and . milk - bottle 
whipping to 30 days of wearing 
girls’ clothing. Says the Judge. 
who got the idea from his mo- 
ther and his own childhood days 
“It sure worked on me and my 
brother. I believe it’s going to 


_ work here.” 


The parents of the delinquents 
have themselves been threatened 
with jail for Contempt if they 
don't keep the boys in dresses 
for the necessary period — end 
a Juvenile Officer will visit the 
homes concerned every three or 
four days to check.

Europe Has New Outlook And New Ideas 


But Is Ruled By Men With One Foot In Grave!

LONDON—While never before 
younger in its outlook and ideas, 
Europe today is ruled by men 
who have one foot in the grave. 


This is the great paradox of 
politics on this side of the Atlan- 
tie and it is a major factor in the 
mounting troubles over member- 
ship of the Common market and 
the role of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


Gerontocracy, it is called in 
some circles, the “rule of ancient 
men.” In order of their seniority 
they are: 

Germany's Chancellor Konrad 

denauer, 87; Portugal's Premier 

tonio Salazar, 73; France’s 
Président Charles de Gaulle, 72; 
Bpain’s Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco, 71, and Britain’s Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan, 69. 


All are past the age when they 
might be expected to lay down 
the burdens of office. Their du- 
rability is perhaps explained 
when one considers their possible 
successors. The gerontocrats ap- 
pear like giants alongside the 
pygmies who may replace them. 

“Nothing grows in the shade of 
a tall tree,” is a French proverb 
whose validity is proven by & 
comparison between De Gaulle 
and the two premiers who have 
served him, Miche] Debre and 
George Pompidou. 

In 1963, De Gaulle casts a 
longer shadow over Europe than 
ever before. Domestically, he has 
dealt his enemies, the old-line 
politicians, a mortal blow by 
securing the first absolute parlia- 
mentary majority in the history 
of the French Republic. 

Internationally, he is success- 
fully blocking’ Britain from be- 
eoming a member of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community, 
which younger Europeans regard 
as the forerunner of a European 
political community. De Gaulle 
has turned France away from her 
ally in two-world wars, Britain, 
to close ties with her enemy in 
those conflicts, Germany. 

Ironically, the seed for trouble 
in this Franco-German rappro- 
chement is the German feeling 
that Britain must be permitted 
to join EEC. That feeling is

strong among the Bonn politici- 
ans who are likely to succeed 
Adenauer. 

Economics minister Ludwig 
Erhard is the front runner. Der 
Alte, “the old one,” has an- 
nounced he will retire in 1963, 
but he is the wiliest politician 
of them all, capable of many last 
minute surprises. Europe will be- 
lieve that he has really gone 
when his successor Is sworn into 
office. ; 


In Britain, Macmillan is fight- 
ing for his political life. His fate 
and that of the Conservative 
Party which he has led for six 
years hang upon the successful 
outcome of the Common Market 
negotiations. 

Alt public opinion polls show 
that if a general election were 
held tomorrow the British Labor 
Party would romp home. 


As for the Iberian dictators, 
Salazar and Franco, neither has 
designated his successor. Franco 
has flirted furiously with the 
monarchists, leading many to be- 
lieve that he favors Prince 
Carlos, the grandson of Spain’s 
last Bourbon king. But when 
Franco goes the political chaos 
may be so great as to sweep all 
— Falangists, monarchists, Cath- 
olic traditionalists—with it. 


In 1962 representative demo- 
eracy took a bad beating in Eu- 
rope, in the eyes of many ob- 
servers. It remains to be seen 
whether this trend continues. 

Can France, for example, 
evolve a two-party system simi- 
lar to the ones which work suc- 
cessfully in the United States 
and Britain? 

A return to the _multi-party 
system is out of the question, 
but by wiping out the old parties 
of the extreme right and many 
of those near the center, De 
Gaulle also created the classic 
conditions for the formation. of 
a “popular front” between So- 
cialists and Communists to op- 
pose the Gaullists, 

In Germany the arrest of the 
publisher and four top execu- 
tives of the news magazine “Der 


Spiegel” was widely regarded: as. 


a black eye for democracy. It 
caused some observers to draw 
comparisons with Hitler's regime. 


In Italy, Amuintore Fanfani's 
Christian Democrats have been 
living cheek by jow! in uneasy 
coalition -with the left-wing So- 
cialists. This strange deal has 
now come apart at the seams 
Forthcoming elections may clar-

Main source of possible con- 


tamination’ is ‘trom ‘mixing un- 
used treated seed with grain that 
is to be marketed. It is unlaw- 
ful to offer this poisonous grain 
for sale except for seed, and any 
person who does so may be heav~ 
ily fined. The Board of Grain 
Commissioners is intent on prose- 
cuting offenders and dealing se- 
verely with them. 

Grain contaminated with seed 
treated with mercurials can be 
detected by the Board's grain in- 
spectors, but there is a risk that 
small pockets of contaminated 
grain in a load might be missed 
in sampling. Substantial losses 
have been incurred by grain 
companies and farmers through 
grain shipped from country ele- 
vators having been condemned 
on account of mercurial-treated 
kernels. ‘ és 


It requires the full co-operation 
of farmers to’ maintain Canada’s 
grain supplies free from insecti- 
cides and fungicides. 

Another source of contamina- 
tion is from the grain auger. 
When used for handling treated 
grain, the auger becomes coated 
on the inside with the chemical 
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in water they are difficuk to 
wash off. When the same auger 
is used for untreated grain, the 
kernels in the first few bushels 
rub off the chemical. This gives 
them a dressing almost the same 
as a regular treatment.

To avoid the risk of contam- 
inating grain with the auger, it 
is necessary to have a second one 
for use with treated grain only. 
This applies to those who have 


their seed treated at commercial 


plants as well as those who have 
seed-treating equipment. The use 
of a separate auger for this pur- 
pose will avoid the risks to hu- 
man health and also the possi- 
bility of having a load of grain 
condemned for contamination by 
this means, 

A third source of contamina- 
tion is from smal] amounts of 
treated grain being left on gran- 
ary floors and in grain boxes. 
A thorough clean-up job is ne- 
cessary after seeding time, and 
unused treated grain must be 
stored safely for next year. 


Moonlight ‘Is A 
Nuisance To Some 


From time immemorial, the 
moonlight has excited peculiar 
fascination on the human mind. 
In prehistoric times, the waxing 


-and waning of the lunar phases 


and the light changes accom- 
panying them provided: the first 
basis for the reckoning of the 
time — whenever we go suffi- 
ciently far back in the history 
of any primitive civilization, we 
find them dependent on the lun- 
ar calendar. No wonder that the 
Moon on its regular and_ periodic 
journey among the stars was en- 
dowed by many such civiliza- 
tions with the attributes of a 
benign deity ... ; 

In more recent days, with the 
gradual retreat of the mythical 
element, the influence of moon- 
light on such esoteric activities 
of the human mind as poetry 
and art has continued unabated. 
Many of you may recall from 
childhood days the graceful tale 
of Princess Moonbeam and the 
Chinese Emperor; and some, in 
more mature years, may have 
tallen under the spell of the 
sublime music of Beethoven's 
Moonlight Sonata, Other exam- 
ples of inspiration which the 
pale silvery disk of ancient Se- 
lene exerted on human art could 
be multiplied indefinitely. 

In contrast to the impression- 

able artists, astronomers are — 
1 am afraid — not always 100 
sppreciative of moonlight, or 
enamoured of its poetic qual- 
ities. And by this I do not mean 
only the stellar astronomers, 
whose professional interests lie 
far beyond the confines of the 
lunar orb, and to whom moon- 
light scattered in the terrestrial 
atmosphere constitutes an un~- 
mitigated nuisance. Even the as- 
tronomers concerned directly 
with lunar studies treat moon- 
light in a rather eavalier man- 
ner which,>to a layman, may 
connote a shocking lack of re- 
spect. 
Whenever we wish to study 
the Moon — or any other celes- 
tial body inaccessible to direct 
approach — all information we 
hope to get can reach us across 
the intervening gap of space 
through two different channels: 
their gravitational attraction, 
and their light. And, we may 
add, the messages reaching us 
through these channels are ana- 
lyzed and interpreted by astro- 
nomers whose interest and train- 
ing are very different. — From

At Oxenfoot cane 


A withering rain had been 
soaking the entire West Riding 
for weeks—an insistent drip- 
drip which - made everything 
seem mildewed, The Thornberry 
Arms was a narrow, blackened 
stone building wedged between 
shops in the High- Street, and 
the entrance was in a courtyard

Thornberry Arms. As Sam got 
my luggage out of the ‘trunk of 
the Hillman he said, “If you 
don't like it here just telephone. 
We'll fetch you back.” 

“Mek’ thyself at ‘ome, now,” 
purred the wisp in black cotton, 
who introduced herself, as Miss 
Appleyard, the . housekeeper. 
“Gooch weather!” she sighed, 
shaking her gray head, “the lad 
will take your luggage upstairs 
in a minute.” After fifteen 
minutes on the prickly horse- 
hair sofa in the hall, I concluded 
the “lad” was pure invention, and 
started upstairs, a suitcase in one 
hand, my portable typewriter in 


the other. Number fifteen, Miss 
_ Appleyard had told me. I found 


it, after wandering through a sort 
of rabbit warren of narrow cor- 
ridors. The figure “1” and the 
top half of “5” in chipped enam- 
el on dirty green paint were un- 
mistakable. 

The room was just large enough 
for the small brass bed, the blis- 
tered chest of drawers, the bent- 
wood chair, of the type seen oc- 
easionally in bookkeeping cells of 
old warehouses, and the tiny 
bamboo table by the window.

Three decrepit sofas 
covered with ‘brown rep, all ex- 
actly alike, were lined up flat 
against three of the walls of this 
cavernous room. Seven old fash- 
joned dining chairs and three 
armchairs with hollowed - out 
seats stood awkwardly in a semi- 
circle round the fireplace, in 
which a candle's-worth of flame 
licked at a solitary little cob of 


coal. I could try working here; 


with pad and pencil, during the 
day and near the window. In the 
evening, I realized, I should not 
be able to read since the cart- 
wheel lighting fixture, high up, 
in the center of the ceiling, con- 
tained only one very smal! bulb.

boo table. When I stood on my 
bed, however, to change my light 
bulb.

To The Congo 


Alongside the jungle road, 
now little more than a slushy 
river of mud, the Gurkha corp- 
oral, spotless in a _ carefully 
pressed uniform and shiny black 
boots, daintily picked his way 
as he laid out breakfast, There 


were white linen cloths for the

metal tables, cups and 


saucers and Indian tea, plates

The Charm Of A 
Desert Landscape 


The desert landscape includes 
hills, mountains, valleys, plains, 
plateaus, broad basins, river beds, 
and some huge deposits of sand 
called dunes. All of these feat- 


ures, even the sand dunes, are. 


found in more humid regions, and 
all are formed by the same geo- 
logical processes common to 
such features in other parts of 
the world. But in the desert 
world, arid climate and desert 
weather have given them a dis- 
tinetive character. 

Some of the desert character- 
istics are more pronounced in one 
desert than in another, and some 
are lacking in certain smal) des- 
ert areas, but the Sahara has 
everything, at least in some de- 
gree. Sand dunes are part, al- 
though a very small part, of the 
Sahara, but they are so spec~- 
tacular, their formation so inter- 
estingly complicated, that they 
warrant a chapter to themselves. 

Inland basin drainage systems 
are another feature common to 
the desert world. Some of these 
are found in the Sahara, but they 
are more pronounced and better 
developed in the deserts of Cen- 
tral Asia than elsewhere. — 

Most features of the Sahara, 
however, are representative of 
desert landscape in any part of 
the earth. When you know those 
features well, you will recognize 
them as familiar scenery in any 
part of the desert world. 

The face of the Sahara is flat, 
but it is slashed here and there 
by steep-sided canyons and pre- 
cipitous escarpments. In a few 
isolated area’, like the Tibesti on 
the southern border of Libya and 
the Hoggar region in the Algerian 


Sahara, the flat surface is pierced © 


by jagged mountains, some of 
them reaching nearly 10,000 feet 
above sea level. These highlands 
were once the headwaters of an- 
cient rivers which cut channels 
out in the desert. Some of their 
dry beds can still be seen, but 
quite as often they are lost or 
blended into the flat landscape 
far beyond the, mountains. There 
are also billowy cushions of deep 
sand — « half dozen large areas 
scattered over the Sahara from

Egypt to the Atlantic Ocean. And, 
finally, there are wrinkled sheets 
of sand like the thin sand ridges 


of Erg Chech in the southwestern 
Sahara. 


The graceful curves of the big 
sand dunes make beautiful pic- 
tures, but sand covers such a 
small part — only about 10 per 
cent — of the Sahara, that it 
would be a distortion to call it a 
“Sea of Sand.” We are safer in 
making the generalization that 
the face of the Sahara is flat, 
Mountains, canyons, and escarp- 
ments are scattered over the flat 
desert just enough to be “excep- 
tions that prove the rule.” They 
only emphasize the flatness of the 
desert. 


When you see the Great Desert 

on foot or from the back of a 
slow-plodding “swift riding cam- 
el,” it stretches on and on; a flat, 
gravel floor reaching, it seems, 
to the end of the world. There a 
straight-line horizon marks the 
ultimate jumping-off place you

River Seine — The 
Symbol Of Paris 


Paris is a river town, Paris 
sur-Seine. Many another metro- 
polis has outgrown its river and 
stepped back, leaving it to com- 
merce or.to decay. But not I aria, 
which still lives with its river, 
intimately, amorously. New 
songs are composed about the 
Seine every year, and the people 
sing them. Most of the vivid 
hours in the city’s history have 
been lived-out along the river, 
and most of its richest monu- 
ments are here. It is not, how- 
ever, all battles and buildings, 
but a series of incidents on a 
human scale, from the comic 
anecdote to the tale of glory 

This book is really a long walk 
beside the river; in which the 
wayfarer lingers to see what 
there is to be seen, to hear the 
story that the bridges and build- 
ings can tell, to meet the people, 
some living, some dead, and see 
along two thousand years to the 
beginning of the town. Some- 
times we wander from the river, 
as the streets do,'but always we 
return to. the stream, which in 
this city is the stream of life. 

A walk along the Seine is a 
walk through Paris and there- 
fore in’ many respects a walk 
through France. What was done 
here through the centuries 
explains a great dea) about what 
happens here today, The history 
of the whole country and the 
character of all its people have 
been profoundly affected by the 
adventures on these river banks. 
The Seine is not only the symbol 
of the tourist’s Paris, but of the 
Paris of the Parisians and of all 
the French, 

The seal of the city of Paria 
is a ship. It is a badge of auth- 
ority and pride, for it was orig- 
inally the seal of the Company 
of - Water Merchants: the ship- 
builders, traders, warehousemen 
and shipowners who won the 
right of self-government, for the 
,municipality. The symbolic 
barque is also a votive image 
of gratitude and love, because 
Paris,/ like most capitals, owes 
its existence to a river. 

More than two thousand years 
ago Paris was born on an island 
in the middle of the Seine, the 
Ile de la Cité, In the square in 
front of Notre Dame a brass 
compass star is set in the pave- 
ment: ‘Kilométre, Zéro,’ from 
which all distances are measured 
from the middle of the island im 
the middle of the river in the 
middle of the city.

Why was Jesus killed? Accord- 
ing to the Gospels, he was killed 


ish authoritie denounced his 
claim to be the Son of God. Ac- 
cording t a new study, “The 
Death of Jesus,” a book just pub- 
lished he was killed because he 
led an armed insurrection again- 
st the. Romans. 

This unorthodox view is ad- 
vanced by Joel Carmichael, an® 
American historian, linguist, and 
journalist, whose work ranges 
from translating the diaries of 
a Russian revolutionist to edit- 
ing a new collection of essays 
about Zionist Chaim Weizmann. 
Carmichael’s reconstruction — of 
history continues a quest for the 
historical Jesus which has long 
been under way. Many scholars 
who have been involved may not 
agree with his -heory. And much 
of the popular audience -— for 
which “The Death of Jesus’ is 


what he says one bit. 

Carmichael starts with the 
premise that the Gospel writers’ 
perspective “was that of the Re- 
surrection and Glorification of 
their Savior: the historical ele- 
ments of his actual life on earth 
were of interest to them only in- 
sofar as they conformed . >. with 
this perspective...” 

Arguing that this is “post facto 
propaganda,” Carmichael pro- 

the insurrection theory 
that gives the book its thrust 
and its originality He recalls 
that prior to His trial, the Gos- 
pels, indicate that Jesus occu- 
pied the Temple in Jerusalem 
for a while. How, Carmichael 
wonders, could Jesus possibly 
have occupied the Temple? An 
enormous edifice, the Temple, 
as the nerve center of Jewish 
life, had a staff of up to 20,000; 
it was protected by 500 men of 
the Roman garrison: In view of 
this, notes Carmichael, “Jesus 
could hardly have dropped in at 
the Temple, bandied a few sour 
remarks with the Temple police 
and priests... and purely as a 
result of his personal, spiritual 
authority, actually held the Tem- 
ple for any length of time what- 
ever.” Instead, Carmichael sug- 
gests, Jesus must have had a 
force powerful enough to seize 
. to overcome 
armed force, Jesus’ followers 
must have been armed.” 

Jesus, then, was a national 
leader, “one of the many who... 
sprang up’among the Jews dur- 
ing their long drawn-out subju- 
gation by Rome.” From the Ro- 
man point of view, describing 


“a simple statement of fact: there 
was nothing otherworldly for 
them about it at all — ‘it refer- 
red to a basic act of insurrec- 
tion, which was punished as 
such.” However, when the por- 
trait of Jesus was “piously re- 
touched,” it smoothed away 
“those aspects of Jesus’ enter- 
prise that were to prove inci- 
gestible to later Christian theory 
— the violence that attended 
Jesus’ movement . ... and, above 


Just as Carmichael cannot 
swallow much that he finds in 
the Gospels, so many readers 
will not be able to swallow 
much of Carmichael. Dr. Krister 
Stendah! of Harvard Divinity 
School, says: “He has seen that 
the ministry of Jesus had clearly 
political overtones, and it’s good 
t> have this said, for that’s not 
the way it comes out in Sunday 
school.. But then the book is 
discredited with this whole mili- 
tary theory.” Nonetheless, as a 
piece of historical detective 
work pursued with relentless 
logic, “The Death of Jesus” re- 
mains engrossing.

(approximately one inch ‘per ap- 
plication) resulted in 89 bags of 
small potatoes (1% to 1% inches) 
per acre whereas the unirrigated 
plots produced only 43 bags. A 
75 pound bag holds 200 No. 1 
potatoes but requires 1166 small 
potatoes to fill it.

‘practice to plant more seed than 
is returned in crop. Therefore, it 
is concluded that growing pota- 
toes solely for canning is not @ 
profitable venture. Possibly some 
variety may be available which 
sets very heavily and which 
would increase the yield of smal!

With facetious but barbed re- 
ferences to “Uncle Charley,” 
(President Charles De Gaulle of 
France) Dr. Waldo Walsh, re- 
cently retired Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture for Nova Scotia, left 
the general assembly of the On- 
tario Fruit and Vegetable Grow- 
ers’ Association convention in no 
doubt as to the implications of 
the development of the European 
Common Market. Ever forthright 
and outspoken, Dr. Walsh declar- 
ed that he was enjoying his free- 
dom from the confines of the 
civil service, and that he could 
speak without inhibitions al- 
though his three-months Euro- 
pean tour and investigation of 
agriculture and the Common 
Market was at the instigation of 
the Dept. of Agriculture of Nova 
Scotia. . e ‘i 


Dr. Walsh was blunt and sharp 
in his conclusions. He left no 
doubt in the minds of those lis- 
tening that, in his estimation, 
France, under De Gaulle, aimed 
to be master in the E.C.C. House 
of Nations; that France was plan- 
ing to be the bread basket; that 
she aimed to protect and develop 
her agriculture so that the 
French “peasant”, as he has been 
termed for centuries, becomes 
the financial equal of all those 
engaged -in secondary industry. 
He more than implied that if 
Britain entered the Market it 
would be on the terms and con- 
ditions established by France 
who was determined that the 
British farmer, presently enjoy- 
ing real prosperity under a sys- 
tem of subsidies totalling in the 
neighborhood ofa billion dollars. 
would have to forego subsidies as 
the price of Britain's admission 
to the select circle. “This”, said 
Dr. Walsh, “coming from a na- 
tion expending about a billion 
dollars or more in subsidies to 
French agriculture, is difficult to 
digest but it is “Uncle Charley” 
who decries and Uncle Charley 
doesn’t intend to be “Uncle " to 
the British.”

Dr. Walsh reviewed agricul- 
ture as he found it in Britain, 
France, West Germany, Belgium, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Italy. “These countries”, he said, 
“ere on the march agriculurally. 
They are working to a plan with 
possibly West Germany lagging 
behind the others in .the plan 
mainly because when the old 
Germany was divided, the part 
to the West of the Iron Curtain 
was the Germany of steel, tron 
and secondary industry and the 
part to the East of the Curtain 
the real agricultural area.” . 

Dr. Walsh was loud in his 
praise of agricultural policy in 
Holland where the co-operatives 
and marketing boards rule the 
roost to the point where they are 
better prepared to trade world- 
wide no matter what the condi- 
tions.

The Phari- 
sees were more concerned about 
the washing of the pots and pans 
than about worshiping the Lord 
in the beauty of holiness, In. His 
reference to Corban He showed 
how they actually made the law 
of God void through their tradi- 
tion. By vowing a portion. of 
their earnings! to God (a vow 
which ‘there was no necessity to’ 
keep) they could renounce all 
responsibility for honouring their 
parents. Let ‘us. ask ourselves if 
we are truly followin® the Lord 
as revealed in the Scriptures or 
are we slaves of tradition. 


Jesus goes on to show that 
what a person is, depends not so 
much upon what gobs into his 
mouth and stomach as what 
comes forth from his heart. As 
a common phrase has it, “Man 
may not be what he thinks he is, 
but what he thinks, he is.” We 
see that the essence of real reli- 
gion is inner rather than exter- 
nal observances. 


The lesson also records a heal- 
ing by Jesus which proves that 
real religion makes no racial dis- 
tinction. He speaks ironically to 
the Syrophenician woman simply 
to show the thought of the time 
and to test her faith, The Jews 
looked upon other races as Gen- 
tile dogs.
